SACRAMENTO, January 4.—Organiza- 


tion was effected in both branches of the 
legislature 
today. The 
senate got 


through with Ha work in short order, 
the Republican members having settled 
on everything in caucus except tbe 
patronage, on which they field a meet- 
ing later in the day. 


Lieutenant Governor Jeter called the 


senate to order promptly on the stroke 
of midday, and organization was pro- 
ceeded with without the usual invoca- 
tion, no chaplain having been at that 
•time selected. 


The roll call of holdover senators was 


called and the newly elected senators 
were sworn in. 


.Senator Dickinson introduced a reio- 


Intlon providing for the appointment of 
standing committees, and the senate 
then proceeded to elect the following 
statutory ollicers: President pro tern, 
Thomas B. Flint; secretary, Frank J. 
Brandon; assistant secretaries, George 
W. Mclntyre and D. E. McKinley; jour- 
nal clerk, Theodore A. Bimpeon; en- 
grossing clerk, 0. B. May hew; enroll- 
ing clerk, J. M. Gleavefl Jr.; sergeant- 
•ftt-arms, Leslie F. Blackburn; assistant 
fiergeant-at-arms, M. W. Coffey; minute 
clerk, John L. Ghildfl; postmistress, 
Miss Edna Oowan; assistant postmis- 
tress, Miss I. Ereegmber. The officers 
were all sworn in. 


The chair appointed Senators Aram, 


La Rue and Morehouse a committee of 
notification to-inform Governor Budd 
that the senate was organized and ready 
to receive any messages or recommenda- 
tion that the chief executive might have 
to offer. Senator Mahoney moved to 
adjourn, but Senator Dickinson sug- 
gested that the body remain convened 
until tlm notiflcation committee returned 
its report. 
Senator Stratton of Alameda offered a 


resolution to the effect that the Rev. 0. 
L. Miel be appointed chaplain of the 
senate at a remuneration of $5 per diem. 
The resolution was carried. The notifi- 
cation committee reported its inability 
to find the Governor and was given fur* 
ther time (ill tomorrow at 10 o'clock, to 
which hour the senate adjourned.

South Dakota Legislators 


Snowbound. 


YANKTOWN, S. D., January 4.—The 


blizzard which began Sunday night 
ragtw with anttbated fury tonight. Only 
one railroad is reported to have moved 
a train In South Dakota, and thia waa 
the local on the Chicago, Milwaukee* 
St. Paul, between Yank town and Sioux 
City. All other trains were abandoned 
laat night. The storm is the worst-that 
haa ever been known for drifting snow, 
bat is not HO blinding or cold as the 
great fltorm of 1888, when more than 100 
people were frozen to death. No casual- 
ties of this nature have yet been re- 
ported, although, a great deal of stock ia 
known to have periehed. 


The state legislature, which was to 


convene at Pierre tomorrow, and ban- 
quet to Governor Lee, which was to 
have followed, will of necessity be post- 
poned, as about 80 of the 126 are snow- 
bound, and Borne o.f them will not reach 
the capital for several daye. 


OMAHA, January 4.—Up to midnight 


tbere haa been little abatement in the 
fnriy of tbe storm, that has raged in 
thia eection for iixty hours. The enow 
baa ceaeed falling, but the wind still 
blows a gale and tho temperature ie very 
low. 
Reports from the atate indicate only a 


partial blockade. Trains on the Union 
Paiifie, Burlington, Elkborn and Rock 
Island roads west are moving elowiy, 
but within one or two hoare of schedule 
time. On the north and south roada 
there ia much trouble. The Omaha line 
ifl completely tied up, the drifts in the 
northern part of the state being such 
that the road could not be opened while 
the storm raged.

Both Legislative Branches Go In 


for Economy. 


SACRAMKNTO, 
January 
4, — Both 


branches of tbe legislature have gone in 
for an economical administration during 
the session aud havo cut expenses to 
considerable extent. The Republicans 
in tho senate caucused three times be- 
fore they could determine on tbe amount 
of patronage to bo doted out to each of 
the twenty-eight senators. The last 
cauoue was convened at 3 o'clock this 
afternoon and lasted until 5.40. The 
distribution of the loaves and fishes was 
checked when the total reached (500 A 
day. Two years ago tho daily expenses 
of the senate amounted to $783. The 
allowance to each senator has been cut 


lmost in half. In the session o 
the patronage in the gift of each senator 
amounted to $32 per diem. Now it will 
amount to but f 17. There will be about 
100 employef) aa against 170 two yeara 
ago. A resolution will be introduced in 
the senate to make the caucus resolution 
a cast-iron one, and to prevent the in- 
troduction of any future reaolutiona 
having in view the increasing of the ex 
penseo. 
The assembly caucue adopted the re- 


port of ita committfie on patronage 
.hereby making a saving, it ia claimed. 
of about $197 a day. Each of the forty- 
six Republican assemblymen has at his 
disposal one $fi and one $5 per diem po-

SACRAWMTO, January 4.—The sena- 


torial fight, now that 'the question of 
patronage has been settled, is the all 
abaorbing topic of conversation about 
tbe headquarters of the lawmakers. If 
men's signatures amount to aught then 
the fight ia all over, and the supporters 
of Perkins have nothing left to do but 
the shouting. This afternoon fifty-eight 
names had been attached to the petition 
which waa circulated today among the 
members of both honaea by the Perkins 
forces, and tonight it is claimed that 
the neceaeary number required to re- 
elect the senator have been secured and 
that more are coming. 


A rumor wae in circulation tonight 
that the organization of the aaaembly 
had not been perfected lor the reason 
that the senate had not been notified of 
such organization. Not a very great 
deal of stock Is taken in thia fine dis- 
tinction, and the majority of the law- 
makers in both houeea laugh at the con 
tention. The result, if the foregoing 
were true, would be to delay balloting 
for one week.
